They cannot be immutable like ſtockes , 
like {tones , like the Earths dull Center ; 
Gold that lyeth (till,cuſtech ;/Water , cor- 
rupteth;Airethat moueth mot, poyſoneth; 
then why ſhould that which is the perte- 
ction of other things , be imputed to Wo- 
men as greateſt imperfection > Becauſe 
thereby they deceiuc men. Are not your 
wits leaſe with thoſeteſts, which coozen 
your expectation 2 Youcan call it Pleaſure 
tobe beguild in troubles, and in the moſt 
exccllent toy in the world ; you call it 
Treachecrie:I would you had your Miſtreſs 
& cofſtanc,that they would neuer change, 
no: nor. ſo much as their /ſpocks , then 
ſhauld you ſee whac ſluttiſh| verrne ; Con 
ſtaucy Were. Inconſlancy is 4 molt commen- 
dable and cleanly quality , and Women in 
this quality are farre more abſolute than 
the Heauens, than the Scarres, Moone, or 
any thing benearh it; for long Mia 
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| hath pickt certamty out of their nautabili- 
ty. The Learned are fo well acquainted 
with the Starrs, Signes and Planets , that 
they make them but CharaCtegs,.f read 
the meaning of the Heauenin hus. aw fote- 
head. Euery ſimple Fellow can beſpeake 
the change of the Moone a great whilh: be- 
forchand : but I would. faine hgue' che 
learned(t man fo skilfull , as to ret} when 
che ſamplelt Woman meancth to wane, 
Learning affords no rules to know, mich 
lefle knowledge to rule the mind of a Wir 
man : For. as Philoſepby teache:h us , Hat = 
Light things do almayts tend Uþyards, and. how- 
uy things decline downeward ; ExPcneneetee- 
cheth vs otherwiſe, that the A lring ofa 
Light Woman,is to fall downe, the ature 
of Women being couitrary £@ 2 Act and 
Nature. Women are like Flics, which feed 
among vs at our Table , or Fleas fucking 
our vety blood, who leaue notour molt re- 
tired places free from cheir familiarity, yet 
for all their fellowſhip will they neuer be 
tamed nor commanded by vs. a 
ike 
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like the Sw, which is violently carried one 

way , yet hath a proper courſe contrary : 
 fothough they , by the maſtery of ſome 0- 
uer-ruling churliſh husbands , are forced 
to his Byas, yet hauc they a motion of their 
owne , which their husbarkds neuer know 
of. It is the nature of nice and faſtidious 
minds toknow things onely to be weary of 
them : Women by their [lye changeable meſes, 


and pleaſing doublenelle, preuent euen the 
Mike of thoſe , for they can neuer be fo 


mi 
well knowne , but chat there is ſtil] more 
 vnknowne. Euery Woman is a Sczence; for - 
hee that plods vpon a Woman all his life 
long, ſhall at length find himſelfe ſhore of 
the knowledge of her: they-are borne co 
take downe the pride of wit , and Ambiti- 
"on of wiſdome , making fooles wiſe in the 
aduenturing towinne them, wiſemen fooles 
in conceit of loſing their labours ; witty 
men ſtarke mad , being confounded with 
their vncertainties. Philoſophers write a- 
oain(t them for ſpice, not deſert , that ha. 
uing attained to ſome knowledge 1n all o- 
ther 
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ther chings, in them onely they know no- 
thing,but are meercly ignorant : Au: and 
Experienced men raile again(t them,becauſe 
chey loue in their liueleſle & decrepit age, 
when all goodneſla leaues them. Theſe 
enuious Libellers ballad againſt them , be- 

cauſe hauing nothing in themſelues able 
co deſerue their loue , they malicioufly 
diſcommend all they cannot obcaine, thin- 
king to make men belecue they know 
much , becauſe they are able co diſpraiſe 
much , and rage againſt Inconſtancy , when 
they were neuer admitted into fo much 
fauour as to bee forſaken. In mine Opi- 
nion ſuch Men are happy that Wo- 
men are [nconſtant, for ſo may they chance 
to be beloued of ſome excellent Women 
(when it comes to their turne) out of their 
Inconflancy and mutability though not out 
of their owne deſert. And what reaſon is 
there to clog any Woman with one Man, 
be he neuer ſo ſhantded Women had ra- 
ther , andit is farre better and more Tudi- 


ciall to enioy all che vertues in ſeuerall 
£ B Men, 
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Men, than but ſome of them in one, for 0- 
therwiſethey loſe;th-ir taſte, -like diverſe 
fortsof meate minced together in one diſh: 
and co haue all excellencies inone Man (if 
it were poſhible) is Confufon and Diverþty. 
Now who can deny, but ſuch as are obſti- 
nately bent to vaderualue their worth, are 
thoſe that haue not ſoule enottgh,to com- 
prehend their excellency , Women being 
the moſt excellentelt Creatures , in that 
Man is able co ſubiect all things-clſe, & 
to grow wiſe in euery thing, but (till/per- 
fiſts a foole in Woman ? 'The- greateſt 
Scholler if he once take a wife, 1s found fo 
valearned , that he mult begin his Herne- 
booke;and all is by Inconſancy. To conclude 
therefore ; this nameof Intonſtarcy , which 
hath'ſo much beene poiſoned with faun- 
ders, ought-to be changed into-variery, for 
the which the-world is fodelighcfull , and 


a Woman for that the molt delightfull 
thing in this world. |

forbids his beloued to gird in 

her waſt> co mend by ſhoo- 
ing, her vneuen lameneſle ? to burniſh her 
tecth ?

Are wee 
not 
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not more delighted with ſeeing Birds , 
Fruites , and Beaſts painted than wee are 
with naturalls > And doe wee not with 
- pleaſure beholdthe paincerd ſhape of mon- 
{ters and Diuells, whom true , wee durſt 
not regard ? Wee repaire the ruines of our 
houſes , but firſbcold tempeſts warnes vs 
of it , and bytcs vs through: it ; wee mend 
che wracke and [taines of our Apparell 
bur firſt our eyes, and other bodies are of- 
fended;bur by this prouidence of Women, 
this is preuented, If in kiſcing Or breathing 
vpon her , the paiming fall off, thou arr 
anery , wils thow bee ſo, if it ſticke on? 
Thou did(tloue her , if thou beginneſt ro 
hate her, then'tts becauſe fhee is wot pain- 
ze. IF thou wilt ay now, thoa didit hace 
her before; thou didfthateher and loue her 
ropether, be conſtant'in ſomething , and 
lone her who thewes her great ue to thee, 
in taking this paincs to feeme. lovely to

\Þ OI aſleuere this the more bold- 
ASSP? ly , becauſe whileI maintaine 
ADE 1t, and feele the Conmary repug- 
ETAND nancies and aduerſe fightings of 
the Elements in my Body , my Body 1n- 
creaſeth ; and whullt I difler from com- 
mon opinions by this Diſcord , thenumber 
of my Paradoxes increaſeth. All the rich 
benefits we can frame to our ſelues in 


Concord, 
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Concord , is but an Euey conſeruation of 
things; 18 which Exeneſſe wee:can expect 
no change , no motion ; therefore no increaſe 
or augmentation, Which is a member of 1 o- 
z;0n. And if this pnitie and peace can giue jn- 
creaſe to things , how mightily is diſcord 
and warre to that purpeſe, which axe in- 
deed the onely ordinary Parents of Peace. 
Diſcord is never ſo barren that it affords no 
fruit ; for the fall of one eſtate isat the worſt 
the increaſer of another, becauſe it is as'im- 
pollible to find a diſcommodity without ad- 
vantage , asto find Corruption without Ge- 
eration : But it is the Nature and Office of 
Concord © preſerue onely , which propert 
whenit leaues, it differs from itſelfe,whi 
is the greatelt di/cord of all All wifories8e 
Emperics gayned by warre , and all Tudicial 
decidings of doubts in peace , I doe claume 
children of Diſcord. And whocan deny but 
Controuerfies in Religion are growne greater 
by diſcord, and not the Controuerfie , but Re- 
ligion it ſelte : For ina troubled miſery Men 
are alwalcs more Religious than in a ſecure 
| | goodie 
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peace. The number of good men, the onely 
charitable nouriſhers of Concord, wee ſee 1s 
thinge, and daily melts and waines; but of 
bad dijcording it is infinite, & Srowes houre- 
ly. Wee are aſcertained of all Diſpurable 
y be onely by argting and differing in 0- 
pinion , and if formall di/purarion (which is 
but a painted , counterfeit , anddiſſembled 
diſcord) can worke vs this benefit , whac 
ſhall noc a full and maine diſcord accom- 
pliſh ? Truly me thinkes I owea deworion , 
yea a ſacrifice TO diſcord, forecalting that Bal 
vpon 144,and for allthat buſinefle of Troy, 
whom ruin'd I admire more than Babylon , 
Rome, Or Qujnzay, remoued Corners,not on- 
ly fulfilled with her fame, but with Cirties 
 andTbroxes planted by her Fugitines. Laſt- 
ly , betweene Cowardice and deſpaire , Yalour 
is gendred ; and fo the Dj/cord of Extreames 
begets all vertues , but of the like things 
there is no iflue without a miracle : 
Uxor peſeima, peſsimuu maritus 
AMiror tam male conucnire.

their ſenſes are tO pleaſures, as ficke Mens 
taltesareto Liquors ; for indeed no new thing 
is done inthe world ;all things are what, 
andas they were,and Good is as cuer it was, 
more plenteous , and muſt of neceſſity bee 
more common han Exit , becauſe it hath _—

ſpirits to attaine , this attained, they Jan- 
guiſh & wither.

2X HO reades this Paradoxe but 
PZ thinks me more Fantaſtike now, 
F than I was yeſterday , when I 
Rcerrx2 did not thinke thus : And if one 
day makethis ſenſiblechangein men,what 
wul che burthen of many yeares 2 To bee 
fantaſtique 1 young men 15 conceiptfull diſtempe- 
\ rature, 
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rature,and a witty maineſſe ; but in old may, 
whoſe ſenſes are withered , it becomes »4- 
zurall , therefore more full and perfeft.For 
as when we ſleepe our fancyis moſt ſtrong ; 
ſoitis in Age, which 152 ſlwnber of the deepe 
fleepe of death. They taxe vs of Inconflancy, 
which in themfelues yoang they allowed; 
ſo that reproourmg that which rhey did ap- 
prooue , their Incon/tancy exccedeth ours , 
becauſe they haue clfinged once more than 
wee.

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ridling humour Of 1ealoufie , which ſeckes 
and would not find |, which requires 
and repents his knowledge , is in them 
molt common, yet molt faniaſtike. Yea , 
that which falls never in young men, 1s 
- in them moſt fartaftike and natural, that 
is , (ouetowſneſſe ; eucen at their journeyes 
end to make great prouilion.

ſo -onwilling he notes vs to curbe our natu- 
rall appetites. Wee call our baſiards alwayes 
Our naturallifſue , and wee define a Foole by 
nothing ſoordinary , as by the name of Na- 
zurall. And that poore knowledge where- 
by we coneeiue what raine is, What wind, 
what Thunder, We call Metaphyſicke , ſuper- 
natarall ; ſuch ſmall things , ſuch no things 
doe we allow to our pliant Natures appre- 
henſ1on.

of whuch fort I reckon wultly all vn-inforced 
deaths, When will your valiant man dye 
of necelhty ? ſo Comerds ſuffer what cannot 
be auoided : and to runne into death ronim- 
portuw'd , is tOrunne into the firſt condem- 
ned deſperatenefle. Will he dye when hee 
iS rich and happy ? then by lining hee may 
doe more good: and in Affliftions and miſe- 
rics, death is the choſen refuge of Cowards. 
Fortiter ille faoit , qui miſer eſſe poteſs. 
But it is $aught and practiſed among our 
Us = Gallants, 
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Gallants , that rather than our reputations 
ſuffer any maime , or weealty miſery , wee 
ſhall offer our breſts to the ('annons mouth, 
yea to Our ſwords points : And this ſeemes 
" @ very braue and a very climbing (which 
is a Cowardly, om , and indeed a ve- 
ry groveling) ſpirit. Why doe they chaine 
het {laues to the Gallyes , but chat they 
chruſt cheir deatbs , & would at euery looſe 
leape into the ſea > Why doe they take 
weapons from condemned maen, bur to barre 
them of that caſe which Cowaras affect , a 
ſpeedy death. Truly this life 15a Tempeſt and 
a warfare, and he which dares dye, toeſcape 
the Anguiſh of it , ſeemes to me , but ſo oa- 
liant , as he which dares hang himſelfe, leſt 
he bee preſt to the wars. I haue ſeenc one in 
that extremity of ,24elancholy , which was 
then become Madneſſe , to make his owne 
breath an Inſirument toſtay his breath , and 
labour to choake himfelfe ; but alas , hee 
was mad. And we knew another that lan- 
guthed vnder the oppreſsiou of a poore diſ- 
grace 10 much , that he tooke more paines to 
dye 
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dye , than would haue ſerued to haue now- 
riſhed life and ſpirit enough to haue out-li- 
ued his diſgrace. What Foole will call this 
Cowardlineſſe , Yalour? Or this Baſeneſſe, Hu- 
mility * And laſtly,oftheſe menwhich dye 
the Alegoricall death of entring into Religi- 
on , how few arcfound fit for any ſhew of 
yaliancy ? but onely a ſoft and ſupple metal,

Per riſum multum poſiu cognoſcere ſtulrum , 
that by much laughing thou mailt know 
there is a Foole, not , that the laughers are 
Fooles , but that among them there is ſome 
Foole at whom wiſemes laugh : which mo- 
\ ued Eraſmuw to pur this as his firlt Argument 
uchemouth of bis Foly, that /b» made Bc- 
boldeve {augb-for foates ace the malt laughed | 
at, and hugh the jealt themſclues of any, 
And Nature ſaw this faculty to be ſo neceſ- 
fary in Man , that ſhe hath beene concen \ 
that by more cauſes we ſhould be importu- 
nedcolaugh , than tothe exerciſeof any 0- 
ther power. for thugs in themſelues vtrer- 
ly contrary, beget this effect ; for we laugh 
both at witty and abſurd things : At both 
whuch forts I haue ſeene Men laugh ſo long, 
and /o earneſtly , that at lalt they haue weps 
that they could laugh/no more. And there- 
fore-the Pozz hauing deſcribed the refs 
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of a wiſe retired man, faith in one , what we 
haue faid before .in many lines ; Quid faci? 
Caniu tuus? ridet.Wehaue receined that euen 
the Extremity of !aughing , yea of weepingal- 
ſo, hath beene accounted wiſedome : - And 
that Democritu anc Heraclitur, the louers 
of theſe Extreames , haue beene called lg- 
uers of wiſedome. Now among our wiſe- 
1 I doubt not , bur many would bee 
found who would laugh at Heraclitu wee- 
ping , none which weepe at Democritus 
laughing. At the hearing of Comedies or 
other witty reports , I haue noted ſome, 
which not vnderſtanding jeſs , &c. haue 
yet choſen thisas the beſt meanes to ſeeme 
wiſe and vnderſtanding, tO laugh when their 
Companions Iaugh ; and I haue preſumed 
them ignorant, whom I haue feene pymourd. 
A Poole if he come into a Princes Court, and 
ſeea Gay man leaning at the wall , ſo zli- 
tering ,and ſo painted in many colours , that 
he 1s Ioolly diſcerned , from one of the pj. 
fures inthe Arras, hanging his body like an 
Iron-bound-cheſt , gire in and thicke ribb'd

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wich broad gold laces , may (and commonly 
doth) enuy him. Burt alas ; ſhall a wiſemas, 
which may not onely not eywy , but not 
pitty this monſter, doe nothing ? Yes, let him 
laugh. And if one of theſe bot, cholerike fire- 
brands, which nouriſh themſclues by quar- 
relling ,and kindling others , ſpit vpon a 
foole one ſparke of diſgrace ; Hee , like a 
tbatcht houſe quickly burning, may be avery; 
bur the wiſe mn, as coldas the Salamander , 
may not onely not bee azgry with him, bur 
not be ſorry for him ; therefore lec him 
laugh': ſo he ſhall bee knowne a Mar, be- 
cauſe hee can laugh ; a wiſe Fan that hee 
knowes at what to lauyh,and a waliant Main 
that he dares laugh -: for hee that 1aughs is 
uttly reputed more wye , than at whom ir 
iS laughed. And henceI thunke proceeds that 
which in theſe later formal! times I hauc 
much noted; that now when our /uper/liti- 
ow Ciuility Of manners 1s become a mutuall 
tickling flattery of one another, almolt cue- 
ry man aftecterh an humour of teſting , and 
ts contenrtabegeiet, and to deforme on 
HM TE.

I appeale to Phy- 
fitians whether the cauſe of thele be not in 
the body ; health 1s the gift of the ley , and 
patience in fckneſle the gift of the mind: 
then who will fay that patience is as good a 
happineſle , as' beakh, when we muſt be 
extreamely miſerable to purchaſe this hap- 
pineſſe.

to him the /oule and Elixir of all vertues , 
ſo thattouched with this,cucn pride ſhalbe 
made Humility; and Cowardice , honorable 
and wiſe valour. But in things [cene there is 
not this danger , for the body which thou 
loueſt and eſteemelſt Faire, is faire; certenly 
ifit be not faire in a5 (mae , yet It Is faire 
in the ſame degree that thy Indement is good. 
Andina faire bedy , Idoe ſeldome ſaſpect 
a diſproportioned mind , and as ſeldome hope 
for agood, 1N a deformed. When I ſeea goodly 
houſe I aflure my ſelfe of a worthy poſſe/our , 
from a ruinow weather-bcaten building I turne 
away , becauſe it ſeemes either ſtuffd with 
cvarlets as 2 priſon , or handled by an vwwor- 
zhy and negligent Tenant , that ſo ſuffers the 
waſte thereof. And truly the gifts of Fortune, 
whuch are riches, areonely bandmaides , yea 
Pandars of thc bodies plegſure; with their 
ſeruice 
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ſeruice wee nouriſh health , and preſerue 
dainty , and wee buy delights ; ſo that -wer- 
ue which muſt bee loued for iz /elfe, and 
reſpeatsno further ed, is indeed nothing : * 
And riches , whoſe end is the good of the 
body , cannet bee fo perfily good, as the 
end whereto it Jeuells.
